The Bourses and theatres 
have been closed throughout Italy, and 
dispatches of sympathy continue to pour 
in from all quarters of the globe, 

The hands of all the nations have been 
extended to Italy in her affliction. From 
rulers have come messages of condolence 
and from the peoples spontaneous prom- 
ise of that aid which brings the world 
closer together in times of great calamity. 


Foreign Sailors Aid Rescue Work. 


Already British and Russian squadrons 
have arrived at Messina.

heave performed courageous acts in rescu- 
ing the injured and wounded. A large 
number of survivors have been transferred |

The catastrophe has excited the super- 
atitions of the entire populace, who are 
wanting about the country calling upon 
all the saints and imploring the mercy of 
Heaven, Their superstition has been in- 
creased by the rumor that in the general 
destruction of Messina the statue of St. 
Rose remained uninjured.

Harrowing Scenes at Messina. 


The work of rescue at Messina, accord- 
ing to the meagre details received here 
to-night, presented harrowing scenes. 
Mundreds of people were pinned under 
walls and rafters, alive but terribly in- 
jured, for thirty hours. One of the res- 
cuers found under the ruins of a house 
five children alive, but unable to speak,

Drive Off a Venezuelan Gunboat, but 
Finally Their Leader Flees. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Dec. 29.— 
There has’ been fighting at Macuro, on 
the Venezuelan coast, between adherents 
of former President Castro and the crew 
of the gunboat Miranda, working in the 
interests. of the new President, Juan Vi- 
cente Gomez. About twenty men were 
killed and fifty wounded. The Castro 
men .were successful in the fight, but 
have now given up. 

The Miranda left La Guayra for Macuro 
with a number of officials who were to | 
take the places of the officials there who 
had been serving under Castro. She ar- 
rived yesterday morning. Gen. Torres 
with about 500 men resisted a landing. 

The Miranda bombarded them for four

Many of them went on 
board the gunboat, which at once started 
for Macuro. 

Gen. Torres arrived here at noon to-day 
in a small boat. He says the odds were 
against him, and that he decided. to make 
no further resistance.

Dr. Hulst Would Establish One in All 
the Leading Universities. 


The Hosack Hall, in the Academy 
Medicine, 17 West Forty-third Street, 
was well filled at last night’s session of! 
the ninth annual meeting of ‘the Ameri-| 
can Roentgen Ray Society. Dr. John A. | 
Wyeth, President of the Academy of 
Medicine, in welcoming those present said 
that as years ago none realized the pow- 
er of the Roentgen ray as it is to-day, 
he believed the future for it was only in 
its infancy. He described the American 
Roentgen Ray Society as a ‘“ clean scien-|} 
tific organization working for high hu- 
manitarian aims.”’ 

Three papers were read. The 
by Dr. Henry Huist of Grand 
Mich., on ‘‘ The Examination of the 
Lungs by Roentgen Rays.’’ Dr.. Hulst 
delivered a similar paper last Spring in 
Amsterdam, Holland. | 

‘I represent the so-called new Roent-} 
genology,” said Dr. Hulst, ‘‘ and I was the 
first man in this country to take a pict- 
ure of the lung in less than a second. | 
So that now we have a means which is 
hot intended to take the place of any 
other examination, but rather to suppie-| 
ment the others. Ii equals perhaps in 
value the methods of the others com- 
bined.”’ 

Dr. Hulst, who is the inventor of a new 
style of ray machine, which is the most 
powerful in the world, made it clear to 
his listeners that the use of the X rays in 
diagnosing diseases of the chest and lungs 
must only be supplementary to the diag- 
nosis of the physician. He thought the| 
time was overdue when a Chair of 
Roentgenology should be established at 
the leading universities, such as Harvard, | 
Johns Hopkins, and Cornell. 

Among those taking part in the dis- 
cussion which followed the reading of the 
papers were Dr. Egbert Le Fevre, New 
York City; Dr. Herbert M. King, Dr. |

THROWN INTO DIRTY PRISON | 


Better Treatment Later in n'the Trubetz: |

Nicholas Tchaykovsky, the Russian, pa- 
triot recently released from a-.St. Peters- | 
burg prison on bail of 50,000 rubles, gives | 
the first story of his capture and his | 
prison experiences in this week's Inde- } 


pendent, issued to-day. 

** We recall no Russian in recent years,’’ | 
@ays the editor of the Independent in Ay 
foreword, ‘‘ who has endeared himself to 
the American people as the patriot 
Tchaykovsky.”” When he was. cast into 
prison some months ago under a two- 
fold charge of sedition hundreds of lead- 
Ing men and women of this country and 
England and France united in asking the 
Russian Government to give him a speedy 
trial] or to free him, as it was feared 


that he would not survive another Win- 
ter in prison on account of his advanced 
years. His bail for trial later was finally 
arranged, the Russian authorities agree- 
ing to accept security in .the sum of 
50,000 rubles. This was promptly ob- 
tained, 

“T arrived in St. Petersburg in August, 
1907,”’ writes Tchaykovsky in telling his 
story, “‘and decided to make a tour 
through the eastern and northeastern 
provinces, which were the least known 
to me, for the purpose of learning and 


en cone 


surroyuted me here, although my own 
super-politeness, added to my gray hairs 
and. decent clothing, preserved me-from 
actual rudeness.’ 

Some weeks later Tchaykovsky was 
taken to the Trubetzkoi Bastion, where the 
remainder of the prison term was spent. 

“I found myself,” he writes, “in a-spa- | 
cious vaulted cell with whitewashed walls | 
and a yellow painted floor, scantily ‘ 


| lighted by one narrow window far above | 


my reach in the thick wall. Here I.was 
ordered to strip by my guards, while 
they ‘stood in front of me, eagerly scruti- 
nizing every motion. A prison garb had 
to be donned. This ceremony over, my 
own things were removed, and I was left | 


jin the empty cell in the position of an 


unwilling Diogenes alone with ‘ my 
thoughts. 

“My cell appeared to measure about 
20x10210 feet. The furniture consisted of 
a rough iron table, an iron bedstead. an 
electric lamp, and porcelain basin fixed 
to the wall under a water =P in one of 
the corners, The bedstead had a thin 
mattress, a sheet, a blanket, and a decent 
pillow: a small copy of the New ‘Testa- 
st in Russian and a quart mug on the

214x3 feet thick, was | 
the window, about 5x8 feet, with double | 
glass framed in iron and wired to prevent | 
doves from outside visiting the cell}

and none at all from the lower ones. 
These lower cells are positively damp, and } 
this, together with the darkness, must act 
terribly upon the nerves and the health of } 
those who are unlucky enough to be in- 
carcerated therein for any period over a| 
year.’ 

In all of his story Tchaykovsky utters 
no word of bitterness, and apparently he 
was treated with more consideration than 
many Americans are usually led to be- 
lieve Russian. jailers show. His food was 
coarse, but he could send out and buy 
more delicate diet, and, having the money, 
he did so; later he was visited in regular | 
intervals by his wife or his daughter, and 
fresh-air exercise daily was allowed him 
for a very brief period. 

The charges against him, 
are criminal conspiracy and 
abroad. It was easy for him to ‘‘ knock 
the bottom ut” of the first charge, he 
adds, becarise it wes based on such a 
“fantastic and inaccurate statement of 
facts,’’ but in regard to the other he ad- 
mits that he never made any attempt to 
conceal his sympathy with the liberal and 
revolutionary movement in Russia, nor 
has he ever hesitated to tell the truth 
about the Russian situation. If to do 
these things is a crime under the present 
Russian law he is willing to bear the 
consequences. 

Under the terms of his liberation he 
is confined to the town in which he is 
being tried. one exception only being 
made for him to pay a flying visit to his 
dying mother in Kazan.

is denied by Chairman Obertubessing, 
who says he notified every man to be 
present at the meeting of the Registra- 
tion Committee and at the same time 
explained the nature of the allegations. 

In order to give tne men every oppor- 
tunity to clear themselves of the charges 
a special meeting of the Registration 
Committee has been called for Wednes- 
day, Jan. 6, at the Astor House, when 
the six athletes will receive another 
hearing. 

President James FE. Sullivan of the 
Amateur Athletic Union yesterday said 
that the Registration Committee had 
lived up to the A. A. U. law. He admit- 
ted that matters had been going along 
badly for some months and it was nec- 


essary to stop it, and the sooner it was} 


done the better it would be for the good 
of amateur sport. He denied that any 
attempt had been made to take any un- 
fair advantage of the men, as the com- 
mittee had the authority to investigate 
the charges on “common rumor.” Each 
man received a notice to attend the 
meeting and if they remained away the 
A. A. U. officials were not to be blamed. 

Secretary John J. Dolan of the Irish- 
American Athletic Club, in the absence 
of President P. J. Conway, said yester- 
day that it was impossible to express an 
opinion on the case as he could not make 
head or tail of the charges, but he added, 
“if the members of this club are not 
fairly dealt with by the Registration 
Committee the club will see that they 
are, no matter to what extreme it is 
forced.

Railway Supply Besiness. 


Men in the railway supply business are 
mot very enthusiastic over the increase 
fm business thus far, They say that the 
Yailroads are still maintaining an ultra- 
eonservative attitude which necessarily 
limits the orders. There is a feeling 
among them, however, that within a 
short time there will be an influx of or- 
ders, such that it will be impossible for 
prompt execution to be made. This at 
least is an optimistic feeling, but present 
conditions appear to be puzzling, unless 
indeed, as one man in the business said, 
there is a general disposition to make a 
poor mouth. Figuring out the situation 
from the point of view of the needs of 
the railroads and the situation in the 
supply business, a well-known officer of 
one of the railway supply companies said 
that the time approaching when the 
railroads must give the orders which they 
are now withholding. Everything in the 
situation at the moment is cheerful, he 
said, there being at least the hope of 
business if there be no actual orders on 
a large scale. The situation in this par- 
ticular business is interesting, especially 
as showing the progress being made to- 
ward normal. Big companies with sub- 
stantial working capital been able 
to obtain business of a certain character 
which the companies could not 
take, that is, business paid for with new 
securities. 
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Extent of Reinvestment, 

Two periods in the year are watched 
with interest by the dealers in investment 
securities. These are the times when the 
interest disbursements are particularly 

» heavy. Interest and dividend payments 
are largest in January and July, and this 
year the total will be very heavy. Prep- 
arations are being made daily for the 
January disbursements, and the fiscal 
agents of corporations are working stead- 
fly to clear up this particular business. 
A certain percentage of the money paid 
out as interest and dividends comes back 
into the investment market, being used 
for the purchase of additional securities. 
No one can figure just what percentage 
of income is thus reinvested, but it is sub- 
stantial enough to warrant investment 
houses in displaying their choicest wares 
and getting out their circulars and offer- 
ings in good time. The offerings this 
year will not contain the fancy bargains 
of a year ago, and there is nothing more 
instructive concerning the change that 
has come about in twelve months than 
the difference in the prices being asked 
to-day and a year ago for »igh-grade se- 
curities,

TELLS OF IRELAND'S FUTURE. 


Sir Horace Plunkett Says Landlordism 
Will Disappear in Time. 


The disappearance of 
Ireland and the creation of a peasant 
proprietary was prophesied last night by 
Str Horace Plunkett at a dinner given itn 
his honor at Delmonico’s friends on| 
the of his departure for Ireland. He 
was the founder of the Irish Agricultural 
Organization Society, which hag a mem- 
bership of over 100,000, and has done 
much for the revival agriculture in| 
Ireland He has been staying at his 
ranch in Wyoming and has just returned 
from a visit to Mr. Taft 

Justice Keogh proposed of 
Sir Horace, und in reply The 
farmers are the chief weaith-producers | 
of Ireland. If they prosper she may be 
prosperous; Otherwise she will be in dis- 
tress, They nave been handicapped by 
landlordism, but landlordism is disap- 
pearing In fifteen, or at the most twen- 
ty-Yive years, Ireiand will be owned 
governed by a peasant proprietary.’ 

The great obstacle to be overcome, the 
Speaker went on, was that the Irish were 
not farmers. Their natural bent is not 
that way, The Irish immigration to this 
country occurred at the time of the open. | 
ing of the West. but comparatively few 
of them took advantage of the opportunt- 
ties offered there 

‘‘o-operation among the small farmers 
is being preached, said Sir Horace Hie 
described the efforts being made to induce 
them to combine for such purposes as the 
production of butter and bacon, the pur- 
they need on their farms 
at the minimum cost, and the economt 
marketing of their produce 
_ The speaker said also that better 
is being urged by the Gaelic 
other agencies, and rural 
stimulated 
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ieve that Irish patriot- 
find «a solution,” said Si: 
Horace, *“‘T would cease trying to keep 
the remnant of our race at home, and 
would advise at any rate a considerable 
portion of them to see® their fortunes on 
this side of the Atlantic.
